BENJAMIN BoswortH SMITH, D.D., LL.D., late Bishop of Kentucky and Pre- 
siding Bishop of the Church, whereupon the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Delaware 
addressed the Board and moved that a special committee be appointed to pre- 
pare a suitable Minute expressive of the feelings of the members of the Board, 
and on motion of the Rev. Dr. Schenck this committee were given power to have 
the Minute engrossed upon the records of the meeting and published in THE 
Sprriv or Missions. 

The Chair named as such special committee, the Rt. Rev. Dr. Lee, the 
Rey. Dr. Shipman and Mr. Winston. 


MINUTE. 

The Managers of the Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States, desire to express their high estimation and reverence for the Rt. Rev. Ben- 
jamin Bosworth Smith, late Bishop of Kentucky, who departed this life in the City of 
New York, on the 31st day of May, 1884, close upon the completion of the ninetieth year 
of his age. The long and honored life of this lamented servant of Curis was connected 
with the interests and progress of our Church in many relations, and tributes of respect 
to his memory proceed from various sources. To his devout, blameless, and benevolent 
life there is one testimony from all who knew him. Many mourn, with his bereaved 
family, the removal of one whose character was associated with whatsoever things are true, 
honest, just, pure, lovely and of good report. It is especially for his warm and constant 
interest in the Missionary work of the Church, that we would express our gratitude to 
Gop and hold up his example for imitation. From the beginning of his Ministry he was 
heartily and actively identified with this cause. He was one of the Secretaries of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society under its first organization, and as such his sig- 
nature is affixed to the letter of instructions delivered by Bishop Griswold to Messrs. 
Robertson and Hill on the eve of their departure for Greece, on the 24th of September, 
1830. His labors, as the first Bishop of Kentucky when it was comparatively a frontier 
State and truly a Missionary field, were those of apioneer. In many a wilderness and sol- 
itary place he did the work of an evangelist. With the diminution of his strength and activ- 
ity in later years, there was no lessening of his zeal and devotion. The progress of the Gos- 
pel of salvation was very near to his heart until his latest breath, and the promises which 
he had been anxious to impart to others were the support and consolation of his own soul. 
Full of years and good works, many benedictions invoked upon his head, he fell asleep in 
the sure and certain hope of a blessed immortality. His children and other members 
of his family we assure of our heartfelt sympathy with their great loss, and pray that they 
may be mercifully sustained and abundantly comforted.

Tuesday, 1 drove twenty miles and took 
the train for seven hours to Springfield, 
and reached it about midnight. 

Wednesday, I drove thirty miles, to Yank- 
ton Agency, and joined the Rev. Mr. Cook in 
his evening Service, preaching the sermon. 

Thursday, assisted by the Rev. Mr. Cook, I 
administered the Holy Communion; later, 
installed the Rev. W. E. Jacob, as Principal 
of St. Paul’s School, and preached at night. 

Good Friday, I preached in the morning; 
then drove thirty miles to Springfield and 
had Service in the evening. 

Easter Hven, I had Service, made an ad- 
dress and baptized five infants in the after- 
noon, and preached and baptized nine of 
riper years at night. 

raster, delightful Services at Springfield, 
with the confirmation of five and Holy Com- 
munion. The offerings of the Ladies’ Lenten 
Society were presented, $43. 

In the afternoon, the Sunday-school cele- 
bration, with good recitations, beautiful 
singing and the presentation of the Lenten 
earnings and savings of the children, the 
amount being over $44. The white children 
of the town and the Indian children of Hope 
School had been intensely interested all 
Lent through, in earning and saving money 
for this Easter offering. I appointed four 
scholars to count it in their presence, on the 
chancel steps. Their curiosity to know the 
amount was almost breathless, and their 
pleasure in learning that it was $44 was as 
great as their wonder. 

Haster Monday, the architect of the new 
building of Hope School met me and we 
chose the site and concluded preliminary 
business. 

Easter Tuesday, Service and sermon at 
Springfield. 

Wednesday, a day’s journey by slow train 
brought me to Sioux Falls. 

Thursday, spent in conferring with citi- 
zens about the projected school for white 
children and in viewing proposed sites. 

Friday, passed most of the day in slow 
trains in going to the town of Miller, the 


evening being spent in seeking out our 
church people there. 

Saturday, took train to Huron, where the 
venerable Rev. Dr. Hoyt, the father of al- 
most every Mission in Dakota, is Rector; we 
had Service at night preparatory to Con- 
firmation and I preached. 

Sunday, April 20th, I confirmed four and 
preached, the little church full to over- 
flowing, then drove eighteen miles and 
had Service at five at Iroquois, and then 
drove eighteen miles back again to Huron. 

Monday, April 21st, I took the train for 
Pierre, an important town at the terminus of 
the C. &N. W. R. R., on the Missouri River. 
The Rev. Mr. McBride had preceded me 
and held Service on Sunday. A number of 
the Church people met me at the station and 
gave me cordial welcome. All were anxious 
that steps should be taken without delay to 
provide the town with Services and to build 
a church. The good women had already 
raised for this purpose three hundred dollars. 

Tuesday morning was spent in driving 
about and looking at the sites proposed 
for church and rectory; the afternoon, in 
meeting first the leading men of the Church 
and then the Women’s Guild. In the 
evening we held Service in the Congrega- 
tional Church, which was kindly loaned 
for the purpose. The church was full. The 
kindness of friends at the east (Oh, what 
should we Missionary Bishops do without 
them ?) enabled me to say to these people 
that when they had progressed so far with 
their church that five hundred dollars would 
make it ready for occupancy, that amount 
should be forthcoming. 

Wednesday, April 23d, I drove thirty-five 
miles to the crossing of the Missouri River 
opposite Fort Bennett, was ferried across by 
two soldiers, and found Mr. Kinney, the 
Principal of St. John’s School, waiting for 
me, and later met the Rev. Mr. Swift, who had 
come down from his principal station, sixty- 
five miles distant, to meet me. We were 
soon at St. John’s School, which is always 
the perfection of order and neatness, and 
bright with the busy life of thirty-five cheer- 
ful girls. I was soon in the school-room, 
where the scholars showed wonderful pro- 
ficiency in the oral use of the English lan- 
guage and in composition, and went through 
their calisthenic exercises with a precision 
and grace worthy of all praise. To cap the 
climax, I was told that the girls had an of-° 
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fering tomake. They had learned of the de- 


struction of St. Mary’s School and had taken 
it very much to heart, and had been busily at 
work saving money and making and collect- 
ing all sorts of Indian trinkets,and these they 
presented in a box. The value of the 
trinkets was about twelve dollars; the cash 
offering amounted to twenty-four dollars 
and seventy cents. In this sum -was in- 
cluded one dollar which an Indian inspec- 
tor had given the younger children to buy 
candy with, and six anda half dollars which 
the parents of two or three of the girls had 
handed in. At the presentation of the do- 
nation, several letters written by the girls 


‘were handed me; one of them was formally 


read aloud and is a sample of them all. It 
was as follows: 
Dear BisHor: 

We are very sorry that St. Mary’s School is 
burned and we all give what we can to help 
build it up again. Some that could not 
give money made fancy-work. We know 
just how you are feeling about it, because 
such a thing happened to my father. He 
sold nearly half of his cattle to get some 
lumber to build a house, and when he fin- 
ished building the house, it burned. My 
mother says she will not live in a lumber 
house again and I think we will not. 

Yours truly, 

Wednesday Evening, we were entertained 
by a capital exhibition, consisting of recita- 
tions and singing by the girls, and after- 
wards Mrs. Swift and I had a council with 
some of the Indians who were very anxious 
to know something of the modified form of 
the proposal for the cession of a large tract 
of their land. 

Thursday Evening, we had Service at Fort 
Bennett where we had a good congregation 
of white people. Prominent in the congrega- 
tion, however, were the girls of St. John’s 
and the boys of the Government School, who 
presented, in their good behavior, neat 
dress and intelligent looks, as striking a 
contrast as can be imagined to wild Indian 
life, as I remember it here a few years ago, 
and as it may yet be seen in camps where 
there is no mission or school work. 

Friday, Mr. Swift and I set off for St. 
Paul’s Station, twenty-five milesaway. Here 
I confirmed fifteen, listened to singing 
which for heartiness is rarely excelled, to 
hearty responses which I wish our white 


congregations would equal, and marvelled 
while the native Catechist, an old man of 
sixty, drew out from the whole congrega- 
tion, men and women, old and young, many 
of the answers of the Church Catechism. 

Saturday, April 25th, we drove forty miles 
to St. Stephen’s, Mr. Swift’s house. It was 
a tiresome journey of ten hours, for our 
horses were poor. 

Sunday, April 27th, was an eventful day. 
The Indians, who are scattered on farms, 
flocked in from all directions and crowded the 
church to overflowing. Mr. Swift’s teaching 
and drill of his people are inimitable, and 
I think I can safely say that, in not one con- 
gregation in five hundred is the Service ren- 
dered with such beauty and effectiveness as 
it is in this ‘church in the wilderness. In 
the morning we celebrated Holy Communion 
and I preached. In the afternoon Service 
and sermon again, and Mr. Swift presented 
twenty-one candidates for Confirmation. 
Later, seven children were baptized. Later, 
there was a funeral; still later, a wedding of 
an old couple who have lived together, Indi- 
an fashion, many years; later, a council with 
Indians from a camp twenty miles distant, 
who came to plead for the establishment of 
a Mission in their settlement. This was in 
every sense a day full of work. May grace 
also abound ! 

Monday, April 28th; a wretched day, 
cold rain and wind rendering the passage of 
the Missouri River in the skiff dangerous 
until nightfall. Then I crossed to the new 
town of Lebean, where I gathered some 
twenty people together in a private house, 
aud had Service. 

Tuesday, April 29th, at 6.30 a.m., I took 
an Open wagon, called ‘‘ the stage,” for the 
nearest railroad station. The rain soon be- 
gan to fall in torrents, and continued for 
five hours, and was followed bya cold wind; 
keeping dry was out of the question. The 
day’s drive proved to be one of seventy-five 
miles, and took us fourteen hours. I fully 
expected to be sick next day, but awoke jn 
good spirits, though stiff in body—so much 
for the tonic power of fourteen hours of real, 
pure air, though taken at a disadvantage. 

Wednesday, April 30th, was spent mostly 
on the train, which at night brought me to 
Aberdeen, a vigorous town of about 2,000 
people, and where at any time during eigh- 
teen months past we might have had a strong 
congregation, had we had a suitable clergy- 
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man on the ground. Alas, alas, how much 
of golden opportunity we have lost in this 
wide-awake young Dakota! A large con- 
gregation welcomed me when I visited this 
town on a week-day evening, last December; 
again, when I gave them part of a Sunday in 
January. The interest of the people shames 
my delay; but who can meet their natural 
expectation? Here is a case where Rome 
must be built in a day. The people have 
come into the country, like flocks of birds, 
ona sudden. Here they are, with all their 
wants; not least wants, moral and religious; 
wants the sense of which is, alas, soon be- 
numbed if they are not soon supplied. I 
believe I have now secured for them a suita- 
ble clergyman. They have been busy rais- 
ing money, the Ladies’ Guild, as usual, tak- 
ing the lead, and will at once set about put- 
ting up a church. I have promised them 
$500, when that amount, in addition to 
what they can raise, will make the church 
ready for occupancy, free from all encum- 
brance. Gop move some one to help me 
make good my promise. 

At Aberdeen I met the Rev. Mr. Stroh, 
and made arrangements with him to act as a 
General Missionary in certain counties, look- 
ing up our church people and holding Ser- 


vices in the new towns, as opportunity might 
offer. If we cannot make much of a show, 
we must at least make people see that we 
exist, and are looking out for the scattered 
sheep of the flock. 

Friday, May 1st, a day’s journey on the 
railroad brought me to Hope School, Spring- 
field, from whence, 

Saturday, May 2d, I drove thirty miles, to 
Yankton. The work of the Rev. W. F. 
Harris, D.D., who happily took charge of the 
parish here at a critical juncture, and unified 
and solidified the congregation, prospers 
greatly under his successor, the Rev. Mr. 
Dorset. There is a good congregation. A 
class of eleven was presented for confirma- 
tion; seventy-five persons joined in the cele- 
bration of the Lorp’s Supper, and there were 
other unmistakable signs of vigor. 

Thus I have given a glimpse of four weeks 
spent in a small part of the field committed 
to my Episcopal care; a field so vast and so 
full of promise that the thought of it some- 
times inspires, sometimes overwhelms me. 
On the one hand, ‘‘I can do all things, 
through Curist strengthening me;” on the 
other, ‘‘O, my Gop, I am but a little child 
—who am J, that I should feed this Thy 
so great people, Israel!” 


COLORED WORK IN MANCHESTER, VIRGINIA. 


[TuE following letter is from the Rev. J. 
J. Clopton, of Manchester, Va., and has we 
believe already been printed in circular form 
for distribution. | 

The work among the colored people in the 
South is each year assuming greater propor- 
tions and hence calls for greater demands on 
the means of those within the communion 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

Virginia is in the van of this needed evan- 
gelization and is nobly carrying sound in- 
struction to the benighted masses through 
the channels of the Bible, Prayer Book, and 
training of a native Ministry whose future 
usefulness none can now measure, 

Let me bring before you the needs of the 
work in Manchester Parish. I will let the 
pioneer of the work tell her ownstory. Miss 
Helen King thus writes: ‘‘ Believing that the 
best way to reach the colored people would 
be through the children, who while receiv- 
ing instruction in the use of the needle, etc., 
would present the opportunity of being 
taught their duty to Gop and man, T com- 


menced a Sewing School in October, 1881, 
and in a short time I had forty-five scholars 
who learned rapidly and were attentive to 
the religious instruction given them. A 
garment was given to each little girl when 
she finished it. Eighty were thus distrib- 
uted. 

“‘T rented a room from a very respectable 
woman who assisted in teaching the children 
to sew. I devoted myself to buying a lot 
and building a school-room. By my own 
efforts in needle-work, etc., I raised $15, de- 
signed as a nucleus for the establishment of 
Gop’s kingdom among this people. I car- 
ried this sum to the Rev. Mr. Allanson, Rec- 
tor of the parish, who added from his own 
purse $7. This $22 I deposited in bank. 

‘*My second session was commenced in 
the former place, a dark room; but the pro- 
prietor’s illness caused me to give it up. 
The only place I could secure was over a 
bar-room; but I determined to rent that and 
trust to the protection of Gop for my safety 
and success.

“‘T now resolved, having such good ac- 
commodations, to open a Sunday-school, 
which I did April 1st, 1883. , 

‘*A lot was purchased ; a church building 
contracted for, and ready for use 1st of July. 
Except $200, contributed by the Rev. Dr. 
Saul, the money was given by kind Chris- 
tian friends in the North. 

“By a second donation of $130 from the 
Rev. Mr. Huntington in October, the plaster- 
ing and ceiling were accomplished. 

“The work then remained dormant for a 
while and I went on with my day and Sun- 
day-school. Circumstances compelled me 
to purchase shutters. An opportunity for 
the purchase of an organ on excellent terms 
was presented, and I secured it. The ap- 
proach of winter made a stove and coal 
necessary; and evening Service on Fridays 
by the Rev. Mr. Cain required the purchase 
of lamps and oil. All this I was enabled to 
do on an indebtedness of $123.25. Ihave 
collected $36.36; so that we stand $86.89 
on Hope Chapel. Friends from the North 
have promised a chancel railing, and when 
we get seats and all necessary furniture, I

Our needs are as follows: Present indebt- 
edness, $93.39 ; for to the $86.89 must be 
added the cost of load of coal, $6.50. Car- 
pet for chancel. If some church could send 
us one they have stopped using it would 
be thankfully received. A lectern, Bible, 
Prayer Book and Hymnal. Seats, fencing- 
in church, and, to preserve the church build- 
ing, painting. It has been painted or 
stained, but needs something more durable. 
We also need a robing room. 

The school numbers now some forty-five 
or fifty scholars on roll. A monthly Service 
on Sundays is supplied by the Rector, also 
weekly Service during Lent, when a con- 
gregation can be gathered. There are sev- 
eral thousand blacks in Manchester, who, 
like the rest of their race in the South, need 
constant and pure ministrations. What 
better channels than the educating means 
(z. ¢., ‘Creed, Lorp’s Prayer, etc.) of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church can be found?

THE ASSOCIATE MISSION AT COLUMBIA, S. C. 


WE once more call attention to this im- 
portant work under the charge of the Rev. 
B. B. Babbitt. The following is a con- 
densed statement by Mr. Babbitt of the con- 
dition and needs, as reported at a Conference 
held during the winter. 


I would press on the attention of the 
Church the following matters in connection 
with the maintenance of the Associate Mis- 
sion at Columbia. 

First, the importance of it as at the capi- 
tal of the State of South Carolina, whose col- 
ored population amounts to three-fifths of 
the whole population, and numbers 600,000 
souls. 

Second, in the extent and wants of the 
field. 

And third, in the precarious condition of 
its very existence, feebly supported as it 
is and running in debt. 

The importance of the Mission needs no 
illustration. The above statement is suf- 
ficient. 


The extent of its usefulness may be seen by 
the accompanying table. 

There are at the five stations where there 
are church and school buildings, fami- 
lies, 154; individuals, 880; communicants, 
135; and certainly 40 waiting confirmation. 

Sunday-school teachers, all colored, 21; 
Sunday-school pupils, 353. 

Number of Services held during the quar- 
ter, 182; withan attendance of 300. Day- 
school, December, on the rolls, 117, attend- 
ance, 83; January, on the rolls, 158, attend- 
ance, 122; February, on the rolls, 149, 
attendance, 132. The day-schools are rather 
increasing in their attendance since the first 
of March. 

The stations are as follows: St. Luke’s 
Church and a city Mission in Columbia, the 
station at Chapel Hill, Lexington, and two 
stations in Fairfield County. 

The Missionary is at work bringing the 
Church in contact with every class of colored 
people which it is possible to find in the 
South; with the mixed race and with the 
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pure black; with the well-to do and with the 
poor; with the dwellers in the city and 
in the country; with agricultural pop- 
ulations who manage their own planta- 
tions or hire them; with farm laborer and 
the mechanic; with the vicious, the virtuous 
and the respectable; and he finds among all 
the same place for the Church as among the 
whites. There is an effectual door opened 
and much opposition. 

At each station there is an unfinished 
church-building with a tot centrally located. 
The size and cost and debt on each building 
and on the Services maintained at each is 
given below, 
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St. Luke’s is, as is demanded by its situation 
at the centre and capital of the State, a good, 
substantial structure, and is much admired 
for its fine proportions. The other build-| 
ings are small and of the usual style of the | 
dwellings of the people, only more substan- 
tial, and are called ‘‘beautiful” by the people 
themselves. It will be seen that we need, 
for the payment of debts already incurred, 
more than $500 dollars. Without this is| 
provided for i cannot go on. 

There must be, however, some pushing for- 
ward of the work. 

There is no mission-house at the centre, 
and none to be had of the proper size and 
properly located; and no money, if such a 
house could be found, to secure it. 

It has been a great disadvantage to the 
Mission not to have a mission-house this 
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[We are permitted to publish the follow- 
ing letter, written by a person not a mem- 
ber of our Communion. Such testimony 
from an unprejudiced witness, or rather from 
one whose prejudices would not naturally be 
in favor of the Church, is both valuable and 
gratifying. We thankfully acknowledge the 
courtesy which has placed the letter in our

Dear MaApam:—It has occurred to me 


year both as to the advancement of the 
scholars and their proper discipline. The 
work, too, has had no visible centre. 

I have now applications from seven young 
men, besides the three sustained by the So- 
ciety for the Increase of the Ministry. Three 
of them are studying with me, using the 
scanty means which they have acquired be- 
fore beginning with me for their own sup- 
port. But their money cannot long hold out. 
Unless some of those who have the money 
come to my help, I shall have togive up. I 
am alone in the work, with no other clergy- 
man to help me maintain it. There are tive 
stations, and J am forced at three of them to 
rely upon uneducated men for help, and at 
two of them I cannot appear at all on Sun- 
day, while I cannot visit three of them on 
a week-day, without neglecting my work as 
teacher. 

In January so many complaints had been 
made, so many differences had arisen, and so 
many wants had been expressed, that I 
called together the members from the various 
stations, on the 28th of January, and laid 
the whole matter before them. Over twenty 
came, and it is not too much to say that they 
canvassed the whole work and situation most 
intelligently and settled the difficulties most 
amicably. 

They voted an appeal for an assistant to 
the Rector, for aid so as to have a school at 
each station, and a central school at Colum- 
bia, and they asked for a bell at each sta- 
tion. 

This appeal, therefore, of the Missionary 
comes with the endorsement of the people 
as urging wants which are felt. Especially 
must the debt be paid which hangs over 
us, of $500. This debt comes from the fail- 
ure of the friends to send their contributions 
as they did last year. The work to estab- 
lish the Church among the colored people 
must be a persistent work, and calls for 
continued contributions. Let not this field 
be forgotten, therefore, but let the work be 
pushed with a zeal commensurate with its 
importance. 


IN KENTUCKY. 


from the interest that you manifest in the 
missionary cause that some account of the 
Mission church located at this point would 
be acceptable to you. In about the year 
1875, the Rev. Walter Tearne, then in charge 
of the church in Mt. Sterling, Ky., passed 
through this place in company with a corps 
of engineers who were prospecting for a 
route for a railroad. They tarried a few 
days. 


With that quick perception charac- - 
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teristic of the man, he immediately conceived 
the idea that this was a desirable and eligi- 
ble objective point for a Mission Church, 
and with a zeal and energy equally charac- 
teristic, he addressed himself at once to the 
task of establishing one. 

Riding a distance of forty-five miles, 
mostly on horseback and over a mountainous 
road, he commenced preaching here monthly. 
Finding that success would crown his labors 
he located here in 1876, and continued here 
till 1879, in which time he had rented a 
house and grounds, fitted up a neat chapel, 
and founded a respectable parochial school. 
Of course he was visited annually by 
Bishop T. U. Dudley, of the Diocese of Ken- 
tucky, the church and school placed under 
his charge and such assistance had from him 
or through his administration as those having 
the matter in charge could give compatibly 
with their responsibilities and engagements 
in other directions. Too much praise can- 
not be awarded Mr. Tearne for his ‘‘labors 
of love” in this behalf. 

In 1877, for the purpose of furthering the 
work and assisting Mr. Tearne in his arduous 
labors, Bishop Dudley secured the services of 
the Rev. Charles H. Lockwood, of Faribault, 
Minnesota, a young minister who had just 
graduated and entered upon the duties of 
his calling. Imbibing his zeal and inspira- 
tion from his predecessor, Mr. Lockwood 
took up the work and braced his energies 
for the task. After Mr. Lockwood had been 
here two years, Mr. Tearne accepted a call 
from a church in Iowa, and left this State, 
since which time the whole labor of the 
Mission has devolved on Mr. Lockwood, and 
faithfully, nobly and efficiently has he dis- 
charged the duties of his position. A noble- 
hearted, Christian lady of Lexington, Ky., 
Mrs. Hunt, donated the means with which 
to purchase a large tavern-stand on the hill 
in Proctor, a village immediately across the 
Kentucky River from this place—Beatty- 
ville—which has been remodelled, repainted, 
and put in thorough repair; beautiful 
grounds have been laid out, a very nice 
chapel fitted up, a comfortable school-room 
furnished, and a commodious dwelling pre- 
pared for the Rector’s family. The Mission 
has been christened ‘‘St. Paul’s.” An 
eligible and suitable chapel and school- 
room have been purchased and prepared in 
Beattyville, all under the same control and 
supervision; and both schools, in Proctor 


and Beattyville, are in successful operation. 
Mr. Lockwood has married since he came 
among us, though he went back to Fari- 
bault in Minnesota for his wife. He is 
in charge of the school in Proctor, and his 
sister-in-law, Miss Maggie Post, of the one in 
this place. In view of the fact that we live 
in the mountains of Kentucky, where most 
of the people are comparatively uncultivated 
and illiterate, where lawlessness is some- 
times rampant and reckless dissipation al- 
most at a premium, we are constrained to 
believe that Gop has smiled upon and blessed 
this Mission. 

Upon inquiry of Mr. Lockwood I learn 
that there have been two hundred and two 
baptisms and eighty-five confirmations since 
the establishment of the Mission, and that at 
present, after deducting losses by death, 
removal and suspension, there are fifty-five 
regular communicants in the church. 

Bishop Dudley visits here annually, and so 
popular is he that his visits are anticipated 
with pleasure by all. His sermons are so 
simple in their grandeur and so grand in 
their simplicity as to captivate all hearers. 
Chaste, elegant and classical in diction, 
his language is still so chosen that a child 
can understand him. Oh! he is a great 
man! Mr. Lockwood is a worthy coadjutor 
of such a man. The sick are visited, the 
poor are relieved, the unhappy are consoled, 
the dying prayed for and with, and the 
blessed Redeemer’s example is followed in 
that this faithful servant of His ‘‘ goes about 
doing good.” Of course there are carpers, 
sneerers and opposers. Some sneer and op- 
pose because anything moral or religious is a 
rebuke to their own wickedness. Others are 
so prejudiced and ‘‘hide-bound”’ (excuse 
the expression) that they will not say Amen 
to anything not done by them or their party. 
But I am confident that every well-wisher of 
the cause of religion, and especially every 
true-hearted Christian, will render to this 
Mission their sincerest wishes and heartfelt 
prayers for its success. May Gop bless and 
prosper it. 

In conclusion, my dear madam, permit me 
to say that this is written in no spirit of 
fulsome eulogy or to give unmerited praise. 
As you are aware, though I am a professor 
of religion and have been a member of 
church for a number of years, I do not be- 
long to the Episcopal denomination [s¢c], 
nor have I any connection with it. In pro- 
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posing to give a short history of the Mission 


at this place I have endeavored to do but 


simple justice. I have written nothing but 
what I believe to be true, or I would not 
have done it. 

Knowing nothing of how the Episcopal 
Church raises money, I am unable to inform 


you how the Mission here is supported. I 
only know that the members here are not 
able to keep it up themselves without aid 
from abroad.

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Sourn Carontina.—The House of Rest, 
Charleston, S. C., was founded by three ladies 
in 1874, for all women and children who can- 
not be received and surrounded by good in- 
fluences elsewhere. It is what is expressed 
in the prayer written for it by the Bishop of 
the Diocese: ‘‘A home to all who are ad- 
mitted into it; a shadow from the heat, a 
refuge from the storm, and a place of bod- 
ily and spiritual refreshment for such as are 
worn with sickness.” It receives orphan 
babies and the orphans of strangers (both 
classes being inadmissible at the ‘‘Charles- 
ton Orphan House”), the children of bread- 
winning mothers and of sick parents, young 
girls rescued from degraded homes, the con- 
valescent, the stranger seeking employment, 
the aged needing a peaceful home; and 
also the sinner, for whom it is the only re- 
formatory in the South and a very success- 
fulone. At present there are twenty-eight 
inmates, including twenty children under 
thirteen years of age; and hundreds have 
gone from it instructed and confirmed in 
right living. Each inmate is required to do 
what she can. The children receive train- 
ing in household work and a common-school 
education, and are expected to be fitted for 
household positions. The founders of the 
House are devoted to its work. One of 
them has made it her home from choice, so 
as to be able to give all her time to it. 
Another one regularly leaves her home in 
order to spend the greater part of each day 
at the House engaged in its work. These 
ladies impart to the House by their presence 
a refinement unexpected in a home for the 
unfortunate, and show in their daily lives 
the ruling principles of wise forethought, 
courtesy, fortitude and self-sacrifice, which 
have truly made it the House of Rest. It 
has always been supported wholly by free- 
will offerings, and it has no fund. Within 
a year fifty-eight worthy applicants were 
obliged to be refused admittance from want 


of means. The work could be enlarged as 
designed and demanded, and be made self- 
supporting by the introduction of machinery, 
at a cost of about $1,800, into its laun- 
dry, which, at present paying its expenses, 
could then, the work being done by the in- 
mates, have its capacity for work increased 
at reduced prices, so as, it is firmly believed, 
to defray the necessary expenses of the 
House. This charity is heartily endorsed 
by Bishop Howe, and commends itself to 
the sympathies of all Christians. 

The Rev. E. T. Walker writes from Edge- 
field, S. C.: ‘‘ We have just closed a town 
election, and Iam delighted to say whiskey 
has been, I hope, forever banished—no 
license. My colored church has done a 
noble work. My people rose high in Chris- 
tian character; the women, with the white 
ladies, worked like soldiers. From 6 A.M. 
to 6 p.m. they were at church. The bell 
was rung every half hour. The effect was 
wonderful. This is*a wonderful victory. 
For one hundred years whiskey has had, 
seemingly, a power that could not be broken. 
But for over a year I knew how the men, 
yourg and old, were held under its power. 
So two months ago the ladies took the mat- 
ter in hand, fixed in purpose to have no 
saloons in town. We combined the colored 
people (women) with them. We knew the 
will of the white people, for the ladies had 
got the name of every white man on a list; 
every lawyer, old and young; every mer- 
chant; in fact all the best people. But the 
danger and the fight was over the negro. 
Whiskey knew its people. But all the 
godly negroes were taught their duty on the 
line, for Gop or the Devil. Our day of 
election was calm, quiet and reverential. 
At 6 p.m. the church bells (three) pealed 
out the glad news—whiskey was no longer 
to hold his rule. We gained the day by 
an overwhelming vote. So, dear brother, 
Gop’s work among negroes is a grand work.” 
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Mississipp1.—The Rev. G. W. L. Ayres, 
recently appointed Missionary at Macon, 
thus describes his Mission field: ‘It is my 
good fortune to minister to three stations, 
all of which are purely missionary in charac- 
ter, viz.: Macon, West Point and Shuqualak.

Iowa.—-Another letter from the Rev. 
Mr. Tearne, of Montrose, says: ‘‘It has 
been a terror of a winter, and Sundays 
have seemed to be the worst days. But we 
think we have good reason to hope that 
Gop is sending upon us the blessing of His 
reviving Spirit. Many seem to have entered 
upon ‘the dear feast of Lent’ in a better, a 
more spiritual state of mind, and in a more 
churchly spirit and manner than ever before. 
Our Services are more hearty, refreshing, 
and the responses more full, vigorous and 
inspiring. In my invitations to Holy Bap- 
tism and Confirmation I have spoken very 
strongly against any persons presenting 
themselves who are not fully and intelligent- 
ly persuaded in their own minds and are not 
ready to surrender themselves unto the 
Lorp; that I would rather have none to pre- 
sent to the Bishop than a class of mere 
formalists or thoughtless, undecided per- 
sons. At St. Paul’s Mission great interest 
has been and is manifested in regard to 
Confirmation. It is hoped by our members 
that several will give themselves to Gop and 
His Church. There is much interest abroad 
on ‘the Sands’ in our Church and her Servi- 
ces, although the ‘Holiness Band,’ as they 
term themselves, are determined to fight us. 
Defeated and retiring in hopeless confusion 
from their first attack, in which they ex- 
pected to ‘sweep the Episcopal Church off 
Sand Prairie,’ they have returned to the 
fight, and hold meetings on our Service 


nights about two miles north of us. But 
they do not succeed very well. All the best 
people around where they hold their meet- 
ings come down to us, and few besides the 
roughs of Devil Creek attend them. One 
young woman was asked why she came 
down to our Services while they had meet- 
ings at their own door? She replied, be- 
cause she could learn something at the Epis- 
copal Church, and couldn’t up there. They 
have wild confusion and disorder; we, order, 
reverence and attention. When those ‘ Wild 
Devil-Creekers,’ as they are called, come to 
our Services, they sit there like men ‘ clothed 
and in their right mind.’ They give us no 
trouble, but join in the worship heartily, to 
all appearance. Gop may have sheep even 
in that fold. 

‘¢T wish to correct an error in my last letter. 
Through misinformation or misunderstand- 
ing I stated that the ‘Holiness Band’ had 
bought the ground on the southwest ridge 
and were going to build, etc. It is not they 
but the Methodists, and the promoters of the 
scheme are responsible and respectable men. 
They have contracted for over one hundred 
acres. It is believed, if they can raise the 
money, work will shortly begin. 

‘‘T am anxious, if possible before the Mas- 
TER relieves me, to build a rectory on the 
church property and to repair the church, 
which is fast going to decay. I must have a 
horse, also, if I am to follow up the increas- 
ing work in the country around, and avail 
myself of the openings for visitations which 
so rapidly present themselves. I must do as 
I did in Kentucky—pray for one, and it 
may be that here, as there, He will open the 
heart of some one of His children to give me 
one. The farmers promise me the feed if I 
can get one. With difficulty my poor peo- 
ple raised about ten dollars for me a few 
days ago, and promise to make another 
effort after Lent. The farmers in Jefferson 
township, through the failure of the corn 
crop, are almost in as bad a condition finan- 
cially as the towns-people. But they will 
do all they can when the season comes 
round and they can sell something. But as 
long as I have health, food and raiment I 
am content. If my MastTEr continues the 
first, my people in town and country can 
give me the second; and that glorious and 
beneficent society, the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
has never yet failed in providing the third, 
May their reward be bright and eternal.” 
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CoLorapo.—The Rev. F. Byrne of Silver 
Cliff reports: ‘‘The status of this portion 
of the missionary field is about the same as 
last reported. Iam thankful to state that, 
though there is a continued fluctuation of 
the people, yet the attendance at the Services 
is by no means abated, and the interest 
taken by the ‘little flock’ is a source of 
much encouragement. It is to be noticed 
that little or no reliance can be placed upon 
the reports of mining operations in the sur- 
rounding camps, as they appear in the local 
papers, which are chiefly intended for east- 
ern capitalists to see and invest in, but are 
in most cases erroneous and deceptive. A 
case in point occurred a few weeks ago, 
when the discovery of a large strike of rich 
ore was reported in a neighboring mine 
which would give employment to a large 
force of men; at the same time quite a 
number of miners were discharged, as the 
mine was not paying; some of these with 
large families, who were willing to work for 
reduced wages, were left without the means 
of subsistence. Not only so, but they were not 
paid for the work done, and were it not for 
private aid as rendered they must have suf- 
fered. Divine Service has been on the 
whole well attended during the past quar- 
ter. The attention of the congregation, 
together with their hearty responses and 
deep interest in the Services of the Church, 
and in the Word read and preached, are 
encouraging. The chants and hymns are 
well rendered by a voluntary choir; the 
organist receives a small remuneration for 
her services, which is provided for by .the 
few ladies of the Church. Their zeal, 
intelligence and energy in the work of 
the parish are praiseworthy, and _ their 
united efforts of usefulness are cheerfully 
rendered. The Holy Communion is ad- 
ministered monthly to a majority of the 
members. The weekly Services have been 
well attended since the Advent season, par- 
ticularly so by the female portion of the 
parishioners. I have made these Services 
flexible to meet the time and circumstances 
of our people as seasons of prayer for the 
influences of the Horny Sprrir upon the 
Church, upon the Clergy and upon the 
laity. Have delivered a series of lectures 
on the ‘Life of CuHrist.’ The Sunday- 
school has been as well attended as we 
could expect from the number of scholars 
on the record and from the severe storms, 


The children had a very interesting Service 
on Christmas Eve. The exercises in Scrip- 
ture recitations and vocal music gave gen- 
eral satisfaction to their parents and friends, 
when the fruits of the beautiful tree were 
distributed. Rosita.—I held Services at 
this place, which is the county-seat, but 
from the failure of business and the lack of 
employment in mining operations to some 
extent, the town is reduced to a village of 
a limited number of citizens with preca- 
rious means of support. There is no resi- 
dent minister here. The Methodist preacher 
left sometime back from lack of support. 
I have officiated, by request, in the Metho- 
dist Church, when the deepest attention 
and interest prevailed in the congregation. 
There is here an Episcopal frame Church, 
but a mere shell and in a state of decay, re- 
quiring roofing, painting and other improve- 
ments; also a frame parsonage vacant. 
Church property bere, as in other mining 
camps, is of little value. Querida.—I have 
held Services at this mining camp which 
were well attended. We meet in the dis- 
trict school-house, where the miners and 
their families assemble for Sunday evening 
prayers, praise and preaching. The atten- 
tion of the mixed congregation is very earn- 
est while listening to the Word of Gop. 
General Remarks.—The winter has been se- 
vere, with deep snow, intense frost and high 
winds, which have tried the faith and en- 
durance of our poor families here, whose 
trying needs were aided as. best we could 
from our limited available means. The 
Ladies’ Aid Society meets weekly for needle 
work, and, according to their means and 
family claims and cares, they have done 
nobly in the cause of benevolence. One 
object now in view by the Society is to 
raise funds for the repairs of the frame 
Church at Silver Cliff, which are very much 
needed. Not long since a portion of the 
roof gave way from the violence of the 
winds just before Sunday morning Service, 
which with much difficulty was replaced so 
as to ensure safety. Surely our brethren at 
the east can know but little as to the true 
position of our stations, churches and peo- 
ple in these western camps of missionary 
labors; they must be visited and realized 
before the facts as they really exist can be 
understood. Impressions received from re- 
ports, however pathetically or eloquently 
described, soon pass away and are forgotten. 
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Not so with the resident Missionary; we are|Lorp provide for His Church and Ministry 
with the people; we see their actual wants|and bless the glorious cause of Missions at 
and can sympathize with them. May the'home and abroad.”

EARNEST WORDS TO EVERY MEMBER OF THE CHURCH. 


As your representatives, the Foreign Committee came together on the 10th 
of June to arrange the matter of the appropriations for the next fiscal year for 
the Missions of this Church in foreign lands. Estimates of the amount required 
to carry on the work in each field had been received previously from the local 
authorities, and examined by Sub-Committees with very great care. It was not 
found that any of them could be reduced without great injury to the work. These 
estimates, together with the items for the support of those who had worn them- 
selves out in the service as well as the widows and orphans of deceased Mission- 
aries, and the cost of administration, aggregated $119,017.55 for the next fiscal 
year, without taking into account the pressing calls for appropriations for build- 
ing purposes which had to be put aside for the time being. The rule of the For- 
eign Committee for a number of years past, with regard to appropriations, has 
been that they must be limited each year to the amount received from contri- 
butions, exclusive of legacies and ‘‘ specials,” during the preceding twelve- 
month. Under this rule, the basis of appropriation for next year must be 
$109,652, or about $10,000 less than the amount required to continue the work 
as at present organized. ‘‘ Specials” of course, are of no help to the Board in 
meeting these engagements, since they can only be used over and above the 
amount appropriated; while the legacies have in the last few years failed to 
provide for the arrearages of the past and for the emergencies that are con- 
stantly arising. 

After the most serious consideration, the Foreign Committee felt that they 
had no right to depart from their rule, and therefore only recommended to 
the Board of Managers to appropriate the amount of $109,652, reducing the 
sum asked for by each Mission proportionately, and leaving the Secretary to 
correspond immediately with the several Bishops and Standing Committees, 
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asking them to prepare and forward schedules in accordance with the reduced 
appropriations ; but, in order that disaster might not ensue, before our Church 
people could have an opportunity to make up the deficiency, temporary appro- 
priations for three months were also recommended. This action was approved 
by the Board the same day. 

Now, we ask all the members of the Church.to remember that this matter 
belongs to each of them, and to think what it means. 

It means, in the first place, that Gop has so blessed the work that it has 
grown in results and opportunities faster than the offerings of the Church 
have increased to enable the Bishops in the field and the Foreign Committee 
to take advantage of those opportunities. It means, in the second place, one 
of two things: either that the Church must by its individual members come 
speedily to the rescue, or that the rule must be carried into effect and the 
Schedules cut down to the amount of the offerings, no matter what suffering may 
ensue—no matter what disaster may come. ‘'T'wo Missionaries from Japan with 
their families are at present in this country on brief vacations’; one a clergyman 
of ten years’ experience in the field, the other a layman, the head-master of St. 
Paul’s School, Tokio, who, as it was said in the Committee, has much more than 
saved his own salary by acting as the architect of the several school-buildings 
and dwellings recently erected in that city and elsewhere, for which work he is as 
well qualified by natural gifts and study as he is for the position to which he was 
appointed. If the offerings are not increased, not only must these Missionaries 
remain in this country, but the young clergyman with singular gifts for the 
work, who was led to offer himself for the China Mission, after temporary em- 
ployment in St. John’s College, while on a tour around the world, and whose 
appointment was announced in the May number of THE Sprrit or Missions, 
must be told that he cannot be sent to the work to which he has devoted his 
life, for want of means to defray his travelling expenses and sustain him—about 
$2,000 for the first year. Nor is the disaster likely to end here; in one field 
or another schools already established may have to be given up, the work of 
St. John’s College curtailed, the extensive hospital and dispensary work in 
China and Japan cramped, or the native candidates awaiting Ordination in 
China be told that they must turn their attention to secular employment, and 
perhaps some of the catechists and teachers already trained there and elsewhere 
at great expense, dismissed. 

The question is asked, how much money is needed to avert such dire con- 
sequences? This is the answer: the receipts from contributions for June, 
July and August last year, were $20,413. It would appear, therefore, that 
before September Ist, next, we must receive $10,000 in excess of this, or 
$30,500 in all. In order that we may receive this $30,500 the large gifts of 
the rich are needed, as well as the equally liberal offerings of those of more 
moderate means. Would to Gop that the amount might be doubled, so that 
those in the field might take advantage of the wider opportunities which they 
have been compelled to put aside, in making out their estimates, because of lack 
of means, of which they were already advised. 

Is it not a strong argument for the efficiency of the Church’s workin | 
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China that Bishop Bedell, after scanning the reports carefully, has had occa- 
sion to state publicly that the largest contributor to the Foreign Missions of 
this Church during the Missionary year ending June, 1883, was a heathen 
gentleman who gave a large sum to St. Luke’s Hospital, Shanghai ? 


The undersigned were appointed a special Committee to bring these facts 
before the Church, and they earnestly ask the immediate attention of every 
member of the Church to them.

HEATHEN AND CHRISTIAN GIVING. 

It is a well-established fact that idolaters, from fear of their false gods, or 
from the hope of physical, pecuniary or social gain, give far more to support 
heathenism than Christians give to maintain and propagate the true faith. 

The Rev. Dr. Scudder, so long a Missionary in India, says: ‘‘ The offerings 
made by the heathen to support their idolatry are far greater than those which 
are made by Christians to honor their Divine Master.” 

The Rev. J. L. Douglass, writing from Rangoon, Burmah, says: ‘‘'The 
whole length of the empire is consecrated to idolatry. The people spend thou- 
sands of dollars for pagodas, and only tens for their own homes.” 

The Rev. Mr. Noyes, of China, reports that in addition to the vast sums 
paid for the support of Confucianism, Buddhism and Taouism, more than two 
hundred millions of dollars are spent annually by the Chinese for the worship 
of ancestors. : 

He furnishes very important data in the Chinese Recorder—the results of 
careful investigation. Of nine persons he gives the annual income of each, the 
yearly amount given to idolatry, and the ratio—thus:

The Rey. J. L. Atkinson of Kobé, Japan, gives, as an illustration of the 
self-denial exercised by the heathen, an account of a Japanese family which 
worshipped the god Kannin Daimiyo-jin-san, The meaning of the name in 
English is “the great bright god of self-restraint.” In Japan, as in China 
and India, it is common to have a god for almost every object and virtue, and 
this very self-denying family had chosen the one named. 

The master of the house, on being questioned, gave the following account 
of the practice of his household: 

‘From ancient times my family has believed in and worshipped ‘the great bright 
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god of self-restraint.’ We have also made a box, and called it ‘the self-restraint box,’ 
for the reception of first-fruits and other percentages, all of which are offered to our god. 

“As to percentages, this is our mode of proceeding: If I would buy a dollar gar- 
ment, I manage by self-restraint and economy to get it for eighty cents, and the remain- 
ing twenty cents I drop into the ‘self-restraint box’; or, if I would give a five-dollar feast 
to my friends, I exercise self-restraint and economy and give it for four, dropping the re- 
maining dollar into the box; or, if I determine to build a house that shall cost one hun- 
dred dollars, I exercise self-restraint and economy and build it for eighty, putting the 
remaining twenty dollars into the box as an offering to Kannin Daimiyo-jin-san. And it 
is always my purpose thus to make and offer to my god twenty per cent. of everything, 
by the exercise of the virtues of self-restraint and economy. In proportion to my annual 
outlays the sum in this box is large or small. This year my outlays have been large; 
hence, by the practice of the virtues named, the amount in ‘the self-restraint box’ is great. 
Yet, notwithstanding this, we are living in comfort, peace, and happiness.” 


There are some native Christians in Japan, China and India who equal or 
exceed the ratios we have quoted in giving to support the Gospel, but most of 
them fall very much below these ratios, and below what Christian faithfulness 
requires of them, and this in great measure from lack of proper teaching on the 
part of some of the Missionaries. A striking feature of the proceedings of the 
recent Missionary Conferences at Calcutta and Osaka was the confession of cer- 
tain Missionaries of their failure to do their full duty in this respect, and their 
resolve to act differently in the future. Already there are very marked results 
in the increased liberality of the Native Churches. 

But the converts in the Foreign Mission fields have given more to the 
cause of CHRIST, in proportion to their means, than Christian people at home. 
While many of the latter have abounded in the grace of giving, as St. Paul en- 
joins, yet the withholding more than is meet is the rule, and the liberal givers 
are the exceptions. One cause of this is that many of the Clergy do not educate 
their people in this duty. They give them “line upon line, and precept upon 
precept ” upon other duties and Christian graces, but they do not sufficiently 
instruct them upon this ‘‘ grace,” as St. Paul calls it. Bishop Stevens says: 

‘* When I first went to Philadelphia as rector of a church there, I was called upon to 
present a great object to my congregation. I did so, knowing that they were wealthy and 
expecting from them a liberal response. Afterwards I called on several individuals, one, 
a rich gentleman, who, after some hesitation, promised me fifty dollars. Noticing my 
surprise, he said, ‘I see you are disappointed.’ ‘I am; I expected a thousand dollars.’ 
‘Well,’ replied he, ‘TI have not been educated to give.’ I said, ‘You shall never have 
cause to say that again.’ By the blessing of Gop, I was enabled so to bring this great 
subject before my people, that when I was called to the Episcopate, there were few 
churches which could vie with it, in the liberality of its gifts for the support of the Church 
of Christ.” 

Unquestionably it is as much the pastor’s duty to educate his people to be 
liberal givers, as it is to train them in any other part of their Christian duty, 
and he who fails to do this should not be surprised if his people give sparingly 
instead of bountifully. 

One of the very best ways of training a people to be generous supporters of 
the Missionary cause is to have, in addition to the usual Missionary sermon or 


sermons on Sunday, a weekday monthly lecture, accompanied with prayer and 
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praise. An excellent method of making such a meeting successful, is that de- 
scribed as follows by the author of it: 


‘‘Having always had a week-day lecture, I have taken the first meeting in every 
month for Missions. During the interval between each meeting, I have noted down, in 
a book kept for the purpose, everything bearing upon the Missionary work that I have 
met with in secular or religious papers, in books, or that has been thought of or suggested 
in conversation. Then, at the meeting, I select the points of greatest interest from the 
mass, and bring them forth to my people, not by reading them, but in extempore form, 
endeavoring to keep my congregation well posted as to the whole aggressive work of the 
Church, interspersing the Service with appropriate lessons, psalms, hymns and prayers, and 
shaping all toward the charitable collection to follow on the third Sunday in the month. 
The people have generally listened with greater interest than at any other weekly lecture, while 
the results in offerings, as shown in diocesan journals, will speak favorably for the plan.”

OUR BELIEF IN FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

We often hear it declared that there is nothing distinctively Missionary in 
the daily Services of the Church. Let the following be read as an answer to 
such declaration: 

Begin where the Church begins, with the opening sentence of Morning Prayer. 
Here, first, is a realization that ‘‘ The Lorp is in His holy temple;” and this realization 
gives birth to the true spirit and purpose of worship, ‘‘ Let all the earth keep silence 
before Him.” In the light that springs of this realization and purpose of heart, we look 
up to contemplate the oneness of Gop’s aim with our own: ‘‘ From the rising of the sun, 
even unto the going down of the same, My name shall be great among the Gentiles,” etc. 
The call then is to an humble confession before Gop, but ere that confession is completed 
the Church points the soul of her penitent child to the glorious catholicity of Gop’s 
promises in the words: ‘‘According to Thy promises declared unto mankind, in Jusus 
Curist our Lorp.” Then comes the solemn announcement of the great glad tidings of 
absolving mercy, and again the catholicity of that mercy must be sounded out in the 
words, ‘‘ He pardoneth and absolveth all those who truly repent and unfeignedly believe - 
His Holy Gospel.” Here we see the only hope that the Church holds out for pardoning 
sins, in the whole world. 

If any man or woman wants to throw wide a vast door for the heathen to enter 
through Gop’s uncovenanted mercy, he or she must do it on lone personal responsibility, 
for the Church has done no such thing. She has given no other name under heaven 
whereby men must be saved than the name of ‘‘JEsus,” and she has pointed no way 
whereby that name can come in its saving power than along the way of ‘‘ The Everlasting 
Gospel.” 

From the depths of Confession, and the hope of Absolution, we lift up our hearts in 
prayer, moving first along up the glorious way marked by the words of our Lorp Him- 
self; and the very first longings of the heart that has just recognized the glory of Gop’s 
Fatherhood and joy of sacred childhood in its holiness, break forth in the great world- 
wide Missionary prayer: ‘‘Thy kingdom come, Thy will be done on earth as it is in 
heaven.” 

Thus Jesus Himself teaches every child of His kingdom the true purpose and watch- 
word of every life that is in sympathy with Him. From prayer we rise to tell of glad- 
ness and gratitude in praise, and in the ‘‘ Venite,” ‘‘O come,” etc., we send out the great 
call of our hearts to the whole world: ‘‘O worship the Lorp in the beauty of holiness, let 
the whole earth stand in awe of Him;” ‘‘For He cometh, to judge the earth; and with 
His righteousness to judge the world, and the people with His truth.” 
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When we come back from reading the Psalter, we tell in the first words of the 
‘‘Qloria in Excelsis” that our souls have swept out nearer to the vast warm love of Gop 
and humanity; it is as if we came nearer to man’s sorrows as we mounted higher into 
Gop’s glory; ‘‘Glory be to Gop on high; and on earth peace, good-will towards men.” 
Advancing with the momentum of adoration straight on toward Curist, the nearer we 
come, the more our souls are struck and exalted with the fact of His world-saving purpose. 
Three times over do we repeat the great truth: ‘‘Thou that takest away the sins of the 
world.” The most intense adoration that we can give Him is given Him as the world’s 
Saviour, and our deepest claim for mercy pleads to Him as such. 

In the ‘‘Te Deum” the Church with prophetic voice shouts: ‘‘ All the earth doth 
worship Thee;” ‘‘ The Holy Church throughout the world doth acknowledge Thee;” then 
‘« When Thou tookest upon Thee to deliver Man,” Jubilate cries aloud: ‘‘O be joyful in 
the Lorp all ye lands.” In the Creed we declare, ‘‘I believe in one Catholic and Apos- 
tolic Church,” 7. ¢., world-wide Missionary Church. In the prayer for the President, 
wesay, ‘‘ Mighty Ruler of the universe.” Forall ‘‘ Conditions of Men,” we say, ‘‘O Gop 
the Creator and Preserver of all mankind. . . . That Thou wouldst be pleased to 
make Thy ways known unto them, Thy saving health unto ail nations.” In the ‘‘Gene- 
ral Thanksgiving :” ‘‘ But above all for Thine inestimable love in the redemption of the 
world by our Lorp Jesus Curist.”” Thus have we gone through Morning Prayer, and 
Evening Prayer is like unto it. I must make one more appeal, and let the Church speak 
from the presence of the ‘‘Holy Communion.” Before the emblems of His broken Body and 
shed Blood, in the Consecration prayer, the Church thus breathes her deepest conviction: 
‘* Who made there by His one oblation of Himself once offered a full, perfect, and suffi- 
cient sacrifice, oblation and satisfaction for the sins of the ‘whole world.’ ” 

It is enough. If any man or woman calling him or herself a member of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, can say in this presence, ‘‘I do not believe in Foreign Missions ;” 
I can say to such an one, You do not believe in the very heart and life of the Church of 
your choice. 

But if we do believe, why stand we idle? These great truths cannot be in our wor- 
ship without making us very live or dead: they are, they must be a savor of life or death. 
To lay hold of them and give the whole life to them would make us the grandest of 
living Churches. To hold them as a sentiment and deny them as a principle of life and 
action is to make ourselves the most false of Churches, ‘‘ The servant that knoweth his 
master’s will and doeth it not, shall be beaten with many stripes.” The man that pro- 
fesses a vast body of truth and doeth it not, not only must sink in the estimation of those 
about him, but loses his own self-esteem, dignity of character, and hope of life. Long 
and loud have we been proclaiming the glory of our Church in word. Now in the sacred 
name of self-respect, let us demonstrate it by deeds.—Bisnop Prentck in The Missionary 
World. 


APPOINTMENT. 


Japan.—At a former meeting of the Board of Managers it was voted, upon the sug- 
gestion of Bishop Williams, to approve the appointment of Miss Frances Jarvis SHaw, 
as Trained Nurse in St. Barnabas’ Hospital, Osaka, in the event of his making it, she 
being in the field. The Bishop’s action was delayed by reason of an accident which befel 
Miss Shaw. He now writes that she is to have, for the present, a temporary appoint- 
ment. She entered upon the work on or about April 10th. 


APPOINTMENT CANCELLED. 


China.—In the April number for 1883, the appointment was announced of M. HELEN 
THOMPSON, M.D., as Medical Missionary. Her departure to the field was delayed because 
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of illness resulting from an accident. At the Meeting of the Foreign Committee held on 
the 10th ultimo, the following Resolution was adopted: 

‘‘That the Foreign Committee have heard with sincere regret of the severe disap- 
pointment which has come to Dr. M. Helen Thompson by reason Y of her impaired health, 
which will prevent her proceeding to China to take the position in the Elizabeth Bunn 
Memorial Hospital, Wuchang, for which she has been for so many years conscientiously 
preparing, and of the necessity which exists that they should recommend to the Board of 
Managers to cancel her appointment, which they hereby do.” 


At a later hour the same day, the Board of Managers adopted the recommendation. 


ORDINATION OF A MISSIONARY. 

THE appointment of Mr. Sipney Carin PARTRIDGE, announced in the May number, 
took effect by his Ordination to the Diaconate, by the Rt. Rev. John Williams, D.pD., Lu.D., 
in the Church of the Holy Trinity, Middletown, Conn., on Wednesday, June 4th. The 
Rev. Mr. Partridge has entered upon the agency work during the summer months to 
which he was assigned. 


MOVEMENTS OF MISSIONARIES. 

China.—Information has been received from the President of the Standing Commit- 
tee of the Missionary Jurisdiction of Shanghai that Miss Marrua Bruceg, by direction of 
her physician, left China by the steamer ‘‘Telemachus,” April 25th, en route for the 
United States, via England, 

Japan.—Miss Resecoa F. Fauus reached her station at Osaka, May 2d. She ex- 
presses herself as very favorably impressed with her surroundings, and says that she finds 
her quarters in the St. Agnes’ School building very comfortable. Her address will be 
No. 6 Concession, Osaka. 

Miss Emma Winuramson and Miss Mary Marzuss arrived at Yokohama, May 2d. 
They proceeded immediately to Tokio. Miss Williamson is, for the present at least, to 
live with Mr. and Mrs. Woodman. Her address will be No. 25 Tsukiji, Tokio. Miss 
Mailes was leaving for Osaka, May 12th. 


Ir will be noticed in the table of General Acknowledgments that there are two 
Lenten and Easter offerings for General Missions from Sunday-schools in Liberia. It was - 
not until 1878 that any work whatever was undertaken in the neighborhood of Cape 
Mount; and now we have from there an offering from the children of the Mission School 
among whom already are students under theological instruction in preparation for the 
Sacred Ministry. In the August number will appear a similar acknowledgment from the 
native congregation, Trinity Chapel, Tokio, for China, and for Domestic and Foreign 
Missions. Bishop Williams writes that this was proposed by the vestry of the chapel 
without any prompting, and shows, what he is glad to see, that they remember with 
gratitude what the Church has done for them.

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE MISSION.

FROM LETTERS OF THE REY. G. W. GIBSON. 
Carre Mount, March 3d. 
I wrote you under date of February 12th 


last, and now drop you a line to say that I 
went to Monrovia a few days ago to remove 
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my family to this place, and that they are 
comfortably settled with me at this station. 
Mrs. Gibson will take charge of the making 
and mending of the clothes of the larger boys, 
while Mrs. Brierley will continue to see after 
that of the girls and small boys in connection 
with the department under her charge. 


Apri! 15th. 

T arrived and took charge of the station 
on the 15th of November, and should have 
sent a report in February, but not having a 
copy of the Rules at that time as my guide, 
failed to do so. I suppose a full report had 
better be deferred now until June. I may 
here state, however, that with the exception 
of the time spent in Monrovia, I have been 
regularly engaged at the station, and have 
been able to attend to my duties. 

We have had a very interesting, and I 
trust. profitable, series of Lenten and Easter 
Services. Wednesday and Friday morning 
lectures during the whole season, and daily 
Services during Passion week, seem to have 
resulted in real good among the pupils, which 
is manifest not only in the outward conduct 
and deportment of the same, but also in the 
earnest manner in which they denied them- 
selves, and really made sacrifices to respond 
to the appeal of the Board of Managers that 
all of the Sunday-schools of the Church 
make a Lenten contribution to the missionary 
work of the Board. I called their atten- 
tion to this resolution, and asked them to 
do what they could to help in this good 
work. They favored the suggestion, and 
promised to try. So they set out with a 
will, some selling fowls and eggs, brought 
to them as presents by their mothers and 
friends from time to time, others catch- 
ing fish, and others doing jobs of work in 
the time allowed them for play and recrea- 
tion, and in various ways earned and raised 
money to the amount of seven dollars and 
seven cents, besides their Easter offering of 
six dollars and twenty-five cents toward the 
building of a thatched chapel at a native 
town where we propose to open Services. 


On Easter Sunday we had crowded Ser- 
vices in the morning and afternoon. I bap- 
tized four adults, pupils of the school, two 
belonging to the Vey tribe, one to the Cassa 
tribe, and one to the Bassa tribe. The 
Lorp’s Supper was administered to twenty- 
one persons, fourteen of whom were native 
pupils, five were Liberians, and one was a 
foreigner. Services are held twice on the 
Lorp’s day, and Sunday-school, with Wed- 
nesday and Friday lectures. A portion of 
my time is given to teaching a class. 

Iam glad to notice in the January num- 
ber of Tum Sprrit or Misstons that you 
have already been informed of the need of 
an additional building at this station for 
school purposes. It is very desirable that 
this want be supplied as soon as convenient, 
so as to afford a suitable dining-room and 
dormitory for the large number of children 
gathered here. Six additional pupils have 
been received during the present term. 

' We are busily engaged in planting on the 

farm—the boys working two hours and a 
half daily. We hope by the close of the 
season to have planted a large quantity of 
cassadas, potatoes, eddoes, plantains, etc., 
for consumption next year. 

Mrs. Brierley, finding her work too much 
for her strength, which was rapidly failing, 
about three weeks ago requested me to 
afford her some relief by furnishing her with 
an assistant teacher for the time being. This 
I have done, making a temporary appoint- 
ment of a Liberian helper with whose quali- , 
fications and services she is pleased. 


DEATH OF A FORMER MISSIONARY. 

You will have heard ere this reaches you 
of the death of the Rev. Alfred F. Russell, 
at his residence at Clay-Ashland, on the 2d 
of the present month. His death creates a 
vacancy that will be seriously felt both in 
Church and state.

NOTES OF THE MISSION. 

One of our Mission ladies in a recent let- 
ter, not intended for publication, has some- 
thing to say about woman’s work which will 
show that there are heroines in the field to- 
day as of old: 

The work in waiting for single ladies and 
which only single ladies can do is incalcula- 
ble. The work of schools, all stationary 
work, married ladies can do more or less 
well, according to personal fitness and their 
capabilities of attending to home duties, and 
those outside in addition. It seems to me 


that we in China, as arule, must leave to ser- 
vants work that ladies at home do them- 
selves, that a certain kind and amount o 
outside work may be done by us. . . . 
Very many things must be taken into ac- 
count with regard to the work of married 
ladies, while, on the contrary, the single 
ladies, having health and courage, need 
have no hinderance in their work. I meta 
lady last summer who, for nine months of 
the year spends nearly all the time visiting, 
taking a hammock to sleep in because she 
can hang it high and dry from the dirt, ete., 


of Chinese inns and other houses, when she . 
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sleeps. She frequently does not hear a 
word of English for three months at a time; 
her only companions being the Chinese 
women, and what books she carries with 
her. Other ladies live in their boats months 
at a time, which are much preferable to 
the inns. It is hard work at best. The 
first-mentioned lady told me she was grad- 
ually undermining her health, and did the 
work knowing that her life would without 
doubt be shortened by several years. She 
has gone home now; but will return to 
goon with her work, knowing what the end 


will be. This is the kind of work we need 
to have done and this the sort of woman we 
need to do it. The one of whom I write is 
not a single example by any means. There 
are scores of such all over China, and I 
really think that unless those who come out 
to do Missionary work are ready to do just 
such work as this they might better remain 
at home. If the work within walking 
distance of St. John’s College were thor- 
oughly done, as I am sure it will be before 


very long, it would occupy the time of one 
jlady certainly, perhaps of two. 


JAPAN. 


ST. PAUL’S (BOYS) SCHOOL AND TRINITY 
DIVINITY SCHOOL. 


Tue cut in this number represents the 
building begun in 1880 and completed in 
the early spring of 1882. The building is 
of brick and stone, with a tile roof over the 
main part, the tower roof being of heavy 
zinc, painted and sanded. The cross, sur- 
mounting the tower, is fifty-five feet above 
the level of the ground and can be seen dis- 
tinctly, owing to the low buildings sur- 
rounding, from many distant portions of the 
city. 

The building is one hundred and eight 
feet in length, thirty-three feet in width and 
is three stories in height, the lower story 
twelve feet in the clear, the two upper 
stories being nine feet each. The lower 
story contains a staircase hall and three 
recitation rooms for the use of St. Paul’s 
School, and a staircase hall and two recita- 
tion rooms for the use of Trinity Divinity 
School, The large room on the lower floor 
at the western or street end, measuring 
twenty-four by thirty feet, is fitted with 
benches whose backs are made to swing 
over and form desks. In this room regular 
Services are held on Sunday—morning in 
Japanese, and evening in English—and Sun- 
day-school in the afternoon, which the 
pupils of St. Paul’s and of St. Margaret’s 
(Girls’) Schools attend. Services are also 
held here in Japanese on Friday evenings. 

The second and third stories are divided 
into rooms with closets, and are fitted up in 
Japanese style, those in the Boys’ School end 
of the building accommodating eighty 
boarding students, and those in the Divinity 
School end about thirty. The kitchen, 
refectory, lavatory and Japanese manager’s 
residence are on the rear of the lot and are 


not shown in the cut, nor included in the 
estimate of cost. 

The building cost about $8,500, including 
land and fencing, of which all over $6,480, 
the amount appropriated by the Board, was 
provided by the gift of a churchman in 
Japan. 


FROM LETTER OF THE REV. T. 8. TYNG. 
Osaka, April 7th. 

The last six months have seen a most de- 
cided improvement in the school [St. Timo- 
thy’s] in nearly every way. Our numbers 
have never been larger at this time of the 
year, and that in spite of the fact that (1st), 
in accordance with a new rule, we have re- 
fused to admit beginners in English except 
at the beginning of the school-year in Sep- 
tember, and that (2d) a new and more strin- 
gent conscription law has been passed, which 
has affected more or less disastrously nearly 
all private schools, owing to the fact that 
especial exemptions are granted to pupils in 
government schools only. There are now 
thirty-one boarders in the school, five on 
scholarships, two working their way, and 
the remaining twenty-four paying their board 
and the small tuition fee which we ask. 
This is within two of the limit of our ac- 
commodations, while constant applications 
for the admission of beginners indicates a 


probably large influx of new pupils (pro- 
vided we can take them) in the fall. We 
have, therefore, been able of late to refuse to 
admit any who would not promise to stay at 
least six months. The great trouble we 
have had to contend with here has been the 
changeableness of the scholars, and if we 
can make six months, which has hitherto 
been something like the average length of 
stay, into a minimum, it will bea great gain. 
We have never before had a set of pupils 
who gave as good promise of steadiness as 
the present set.

CUBA. 


Tue Board has entered temporarily upon 
a work in Cuba under the following circum- 
stances: 


Last autumn, the Bishop of Florida came 
before the Foreign Committee with a very 
remarkable statement of the progress of 
Church work among the natives in Cuba, 
which was, as far as might be, perhaps, 
spontaneous in its origin and growth. He 
had not, at that time, seen it; but during 
the winter he made a visitation of the 
Island; was formally petitioned to take the 
superintendency of the work; had interviews 
which were entirely satisfactory with the 
Governor General and local authorities; con- 
firmed sixty-one at Matanzas; received an 
offer there of a very fine lot in the central 
portion of the city, for the erection of a 
church, from one of those confirmed; pro- 
ceeded to Havana, where he ministered to 
crowded congregations and confirmed fifty- 
five. 

The Bishop was accompanied by Mr. J. B. 
Baez, one of the Clergy of his Diocese, a 
native Cuban, who is to continue in charge 
of the work, to which he had previously 
given considerable attention. During the 
visit, the Bishop licensed a number of lay- 
readers, and admitted at least one candidate 
for Holy Orders. 

Bishop Young has prepared an account of 
his visitation and of the work in Cuba 
which he desires to publish in these pages 
at a later day; meanwhile, it has had quite 
general distribution in pamphlet form. In 
a circular accompanying this the Bishop 
said: 

So deeply am I impressed with the great 
importance of immediate action, that I 
could not rest satisfied with sending my re- 
port, but followed it up in person to attend 
the meeting of the Foreign Committee on 


but the cost of repairing and refitting, about 
twenty-five dollars, will be borne by the 
native Christians of this congregation. They 
also engage to keep up in it preaching to 
the heathen at least once a week, in addi- 
tion to what the Missionaries may do, and 
to pay running expenses, which, however, 
will not be great. The new house is ina 
good neighborhood, and I hope we may see 
some good results from the work. Mr. 
Nakashima is to live there, which will be a 
good thing. 


the 13th of May, and, if possible, secure such 
action on their part as would enable the 
Board of Managers, in accordance with the 
rule that usually governs their routine of 
business, at their meeting on the 10th of 
June next, tomake the desired appropriation 
for the work in Cuba. The matter was duly 
presented at that meeting, but on scrutiniz- 
ing their functions the Committee doubted 
their power to act in the premises, as Cuba 
will be a new field of Missionary operations, 
which the Board of Managers only has power 
to create. Besides, the funds in the treas- 
ury are now so low, that it is doubtful if 
the Board will feel justified in adopting this 
new field unless special offerings or pledges 
are received for that work, adequate to its 
support for the coming year, for which only 
three thousand dollars will be required. 

It will be a loss to the Church and a sad 
misfortune to unnumbered souls, if a work 
which promises greater results from the out- 
lay it requires than any other Mission in 
which the Church is now engaged should be 
strangled in its very birth for the want of 
the paltry sum of three thousand dollars [per 
QT |e kas st os 

And the work will go forward rapidly 
and strongly if our Missionary can be kept 
in the field. Mr. Baez wrote me on the 26th 
of April, that the attendance upon our Ser- 
vices at Matanzas is greater than it was even 
at the time of my visitation—that eleven 
families of the highest social position have 
since then united with the Church—that 
three young men who belonged to the choir 
of the Roman Catholic Church have left that 
body and united with us, and that the 
petition respecting the cemetery, all the pre- 
liminary information having been furnished 
that was required by the Governor, only 
awaits his approval, which is daily expected. 

But in the midst of this cheering prosper- 
ity, Mr. Baez, from want of means for his 
support, has been obliged to suspend his 
work, and return to Key West, to engage in 
his former secular avocation to get the 
money to repay what he borrowed to enable 
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him to make the beginning that he has. 
And this matter admits of no delay. The 
Methodists at the Florida Conference a few 
weeks ago appropriated one thousand dollars 
for a Mission to Cuba, and ere this, I have 
no doubt, the man spoken of in the accom- 
panying statement, who preceded me on my 
visit there, and who isa native Cuban, is now 
on the ground renewing his efforts, and if 
our work is not immediately taken up again, 
with its support assured, he will certainly 
get a following. For, as much the people 
prefer the Church, if they find that they can- 
not get it they will embrace even the baldest 
forms of Protestantism in preference to the 
Church of Rome. If we are to retain our ex- 
traordinary vantage ground in that most in- 
viting field which is indeed white unto the 
harvest, immediate action must be had. 
This is not the season of the year to make 
special collections in the Churches of our 
cities and towns, as the congregations are 
generally scattering to their summer resorts, 
but if all whoare disposed to give their aid to 
this work will forward their pledges for 
what they will contribute towards it during 
the coming year, as individuals or from 
their offertories, it cannot be doubted that 
the Foreign Committee will rejoice to take 
Cuba under their fostering care. 

Offerings or pledges, designated for this 
purpose, should be torwarded to Mr. James 
M. Brown, Treasurer for the Foreign Com- 
mittee, 23 Bible House, New York. 

The Foreign Secretary desires me to say 
that ‘‘the Board would be glad to be 
assured that these are not the diversion of 
other offerings for Foreign Missions, as on 
the [1st of June] there was still needed for 
that purpose to the end of the present fiscal 
year, September ist., the sum of” $70,678. 


At their meeting of May 13th, the Foreign 


Committee adopted the following Preamble 
and Resolution: 

Whereas, the Bishop of Florida has looked 
to the Foreign Committee for an appropria- 
tion for work in the Island of Cuba under 
his Episcopal supervision in case he should 
find by personal inspection that the work 
was as has been represented, and whereas, 
he reports that he has so found it, and, 

Whereas, the condition of the Treasury of 
the Foreign Committee is not such as to 
warrant their committing themselves to any 
new work, therefore, 

Resolved, That the Foreign Committee 
recommend to the Board of Managers to con- 
sider whether an appropriation to the said 
work, to cover the months of May, June, 
July and August, in the single sum of one 
thousand dollars shall be made; it being 
distinctly understood that nothing whatever 
is promised beyond September 1st, 1884. 

At the meeting of the Board of Managers 
held on the 10th ultimo, it was 

Resolved, That appropriation to Cuba be 
made as suggested by the Foreign Com- 
mittee. 

The foregoing action requires no explana- 
tion. The editor would simply add that it 
now appears that in order to act favorably 
upon a further appropriation, the Board will 
expect to be assured at its meeting in Sep- 


; tember that there are in the hands of the 


Foreign Treasurer substantial pledges for this 
particular work which do not contemplate 
the diversion of any funds which, in ordi- 
nary course, would be contributed for For- 
eign Missions. The great need of the several 
fields for the work of which the Board is 
already responsible justifies this plain state- 
ment.

COUNTRY WORK IN VIRGINIA. 
GORDONSVILLE, ORANGE Co., VA., 
May 28th. 


J RETURNED to my duties on the 10th, and, 
with two or three exceptions, find everything 
running smoothly. A statistical report gives 
but a faint idea of the work. Not only dol 
give the service of my own life to the Mis- 
sion, but my daughters are almost constantly 
occupied in aiding me. The very young 
and old, the sick and destitute, are cared for 
as far as the Mission is able to do so. So 
heavy is the work in the village and at the 
distant station, that I have not re-opened 
Sunday and sewing schools at the farm, 

The School Home, ‘‘ St. Paul’s,” is very 
attractive, and is now nicely painted; the 
day-school a power for good, and the average 
attendance remarkable, when you consider 
that these people belong to the peasantry 
of the country, and are, many of them, 
obliged to stop school for a time, to earn 


bread. It is much easier to do than to tell 
about it. 

I have two Confirmation classes—one in 
the village, one in the country; more than 
two hundred people connected with the Mis- 
sion—sixty-six scholars in the country, over 
one hundred and fifty in and around Gor- 
donsville, and ten families near my home; 
one day, two Sunday, and two sewing- 
schools, and one mothers’ meeting, where 
every week I refuse to admit people who wish 
to join. 

At present we are working for three fam- 
ilies, the poorest in the village. One has 
been burned out and lost everything save 
the garments worn at the time of the fire; 
in another is a lunatic, so poor, and no one 
to care for him; in the third, the father, and 
bread-winner, has been very sick for a long 
time. Fridays I spend in Gordonsville and 
every Sunday in the month, except the 
fourth, which is given to the distant country 
station, with three Saturdays.

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news. It is seldom that anything happens 
to vary the monotony of the ordinary, every- 
day school-life. In the first few months of 
the first year of our school, one could with 
little difficulty have written thrilling tales. 

The institution was new, which was in 
itself sufficient to arouse suspicion in the 
minds of Indians. We began outside the 
reservation, with a class of scholars many 
of whom had run away, or at some time had 
been dismissed from other schools. It was 
an element of discord which now we would 
not hesitate to refuse admission. And, alas! 
total inexperience often causes persons to act 
unwisely with those in their charge. Do 
not, I beg of you, think that anything sim- 
ilar to the following incidents was of frequent 
occurrence. 

At one time rebellious boys sought to bring 
their teacher to terms by dint of axes and 
jack-knives with unusually long blades. At 
another, we were called upon by a terrified 
boy to quell a fight in which large and small 
boys mingled promiscuously, and in which 
parts of bedsteads figured as weapons. 
Then again, suspicious Indian men, with 
their wives and aunts and cousins, brothers 
and uncles, came with threatening looks and 
gestures made with tomahawks, which we 
could understand, though we could not 
their words, and ended by piling their chil- 
dren pell-mell into their wagon, and running 
off with them. Fora time we did not know, 
until we counted heads at the breakfast- 
table, how many under cover of night had 
escaped to their native wilds. 

Then we had not written to you, but you 
will see for yourself that there was some- 
thing which might have lent animation to 
correspondence. 

But a great calm succeeded the storm, and 
the friendly ‘‘ How!” soon displaced the 
unfriendly look and complaint. 

Now day by day goes by—the boys and 
girls singing, playing, studying and work- 
ing, with nothing to mark the time in any 
special way, yet their improvement steadily, 
though slowly, going on. 

But a comparison of then and now may 
serve to show you and others that your labors 
have not been in vain, and that the loving, 
generous aid that has always been so heartily 
given to the schools and outside Missionary 
work has already, in some small degree, 
brought about that for which we all together 
have worked and prayed.

The boxes and barrels and bales sent as the 
result of the Lenten work of those interested 
in our schools, testify most nobly to the un- 
selfish zeal and perseverance of our friends. 
I so often thought of them in their work, and 
wished that the different societies and indi- 
viduals could see that those for whom their 
time and money and prayers were so freely 
given, were not in idleness awaiting their 
bounty, but were themselves learning the 
blessedness of work for others. They would 
have seen avery earnest little body of Church 
workers. 

This year, for the first time, a Sunday- 
school Lenten Society was organized, the 
proceeds to be devoted to the Easter offer- 
ing. The white scholars met with the In- 
dian children here in our dining-room every 
Saturday at 2 P.M. 

The fear at first was that the boys would 
not be enough interested to give up their 
Saturday afternoon games, but it was a 
groundless fear, for their enthusiasm knew 
no bounds. Girls and boys together filled 
scrap-books, made lamp-mats, pin-balls, 
needle-books, Indian dolls, moccasins, sold 
Prayer Books and papers on commission, 
and worked during the week in every way 
possible to earn a penny. 
hardly finished till from one to half a dozen 
boys had asked the privilege of selling it. 
And how faithfully they worked! Never 
did their energies flag as they tramped from 
house to house, spending hours and days 
selling the various articles. But the boy or 
girl had a very proud, happy look, who, 
when bringing his or her mite for the 
chest, would say, ‘‘I worked for this and 
earned it.” 

‘A class of the older scholars, from nine to 
fifteen years of age, met twice a week for 
instruction in the Catechism preparatory to 
Baptism, and during the last week all met 
for carol practice each evening. The ladies 
too of our very small town had for the first 
time an organized Lenten society, and their 
energy was equalled only by that of the chil- 
dren. 

We were so fortunate as to have the Bishop 
with us at Easter, which was made a sacredly 
happy one by the Baptism of fourteen adults 
and infants and the Confirmation of five. 

At the afternoon carol Service, as well as 
Easter morning, the church was filled, and 
all faces seemed to reflect the gladness of

Lorp. The children’s offerings had been 
securely sealed in an improvised mite chest, 
so that they had formed no idea of the 
amount. I wish an artist could have pic- 
tured the eager faces and sparkling eyes and 
jubilant satisfaction, when at this Service 
dollar after dollar was counted, and the 
amount found to be over forty-four dollars. 
I know the little givers felt like shouting and 
clapping their hands, and we older ones 
could hardly have blamed them, but of 
course they would not do such a thing now; 
it is over two years since that little boy stood 
on his head in Sunday-school! 

Just now the chief topics of conversation 
among the Indian children are the ‘last 
day of school,” and ‘‘the new Hope 
School.” It would be difficult to tell which 
they consider of the greater importance. 
The buildings are to be begun within a 
week, and it is not the scholars alone who 
are joyfully anticipating their completion. 
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This afternoon the girls are wandering 
over the prairie, digging the wild turnip 
(¢epsina) so highly relished by the Indians. 
They have long heavy sticks, sharpened at 
the end, which they dexterously throw at 
the roots, and thus dig them. Last week 
they had been digging them, and I found 
that they had sorted them into bunches, 
carefully braiding the roots together, and 
had labelled them with the names of different 
boys. Upon inquiry I found that this was 
a camp custom, and considered just the 
proper thing. The information volunteered 
by one was, ‘‘Men never dig turnips; the 
women must do it for them.” In a day or 
two I shall try to root out a custom so lack- 
ing in gallantry, by sending the young braves 
for a supply for the girls! 

And now I must close, thanking you and 
the many kind friends for continued love 
and interest and the invaluable aid so freely 
given.

THE ORPHANAGE. 
Sr. Joun’s COLLEGE, SHANGHAI, 
May Sth. 

Tue steamer is now in port that brought 
the baby organ and the wools. I have no 
doubt the latter will be highly satisfactory. 

The girls have finished their spring sew- 
ing now, and are quite ready to take to 
knitting, so I am going to try the experi- 
ment of knitted baby shirts, and have them 
placed for sale in one of the shops. It will 
be an experiment. Ido not know much of 
managing such things, but ‘‘ nothing ven- 
ture, nothing have,” so I shall venture. 

We are going to try to build our Orphan- 
age somehow, and every little helps. We 
are preparing another box for home, as we 
are so encouraged by the other. I would 
like to know who would be a good person 
to undertake it, for I am sure the success of 
that sent Dr. Leffingwell, for St. Mary’s 
School, Knoxville, was in the management. 
We would like to realize a snug little sum 
as a nest egg for the Orphanage. We have 
five babies in it now. One came at four 
days old. It was born at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, and was left there by its mother at 
four days. Miss Wong happened in at the 
time, and picked the child up and brought 
it out to St. Mary’s before any one knew 
what she was up to. 


We were very glad to see the little thing, 
and it is thriving nicely. Miss Wong said 
to me, ‘‘ There was no room in the Orphan- 
age room, and no money for it, but I was 
afraid they would send it to a heathen 
foundling asylum, and so brought it along.” 
I was glad of it, and reminded her how 
Sister Louise went to bed one night, know- 
ing that the rent of her Home for Incurables 
was due the next day, and not a dollar to 
pay was in hand; and the next morning’s 
mail brought more than enough from 
Europe. She had read the book, and we 
have both determined to work in faith, 
nothing doubting but we shall have the 
means. Mr, Boone gave us the Easter Offer- 
ing, of seventeen dollars, at the College 
Chapel, which helped much. A dollar a 
month feeds a baby; twenty dollars a year 
would support one. I fully expect, a year 
from now, to have the building. 


WORK AND LIFE AT WUCHANG.

There is enough work at Wuchang for 
four clergymen, so that things can be thor- 
oughly and properly done. With even that 
number they would have to work hard, all 
day long.

the out-stations; of another, to care for 
Hankow Church; of a third, to manage 
affairs on this side the river, and the fourth, 
to carry on the boys’ school. 

New-comers should not come out with the 
idea that they can save, or live cheaply. I 
wish you would dispel that idea as far as 
you are able. Living is not cheap, nor is 
clothing. Clothing, indeed, is very dear, 
and not good. Everything we want in the 
way of stores and clothing, we have to send 
for to Shanghai, and, as you can see, we 
have no choice in the selection, and have to 
trust to the shopkeepers for selecting and 
sending our goods, which, at the earliest, 
we cannot get under ten days. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Boone are very kind 
in getting anything we ask them for, but it 


is a great tax upon their time, as they live 
so far out of Shanghai. 

Thanks very much for your interest in our 
boys. It was a great disappointment to 
them not to have a tree at Christmas, but 
that is past now. Thank the lady who sent 
twenty dollars for them. The box of puz- 
zles came all right. We are keeping them 
in our house, and on Saturdays have about 
eight of the boys who have done well 
through the week come up to Mr. Sowerby’s 
study. After about two hours’ play they 
have cakes and tea, and then off to bed. It 
is a great treat for the boys, besides spurring 
them on to do well. They appreciate the 
toys more so than if given to them. 

As to the boys themselves, they range in 
age from six to eighteen years. 


JAPAN. 


A HOSPITAL FOR TOKIO—AN APPEAL FROM 
DR. HARRELL. 


Tox1o, JAPAN, April 25th. 


I HAVE now seen some of the results of the 
work of the Woman’s Auxiliary, for I have 
just returned from visiting Dr. Laning and 


his hospital in Osaka, the hospital to which 


the Auxiliary contributed so much. 

It is one of the most perfect small hos- 
pitals I have ever visited, and the manner in 
which it is kept does honor and credit to 
the surgeon in charge; and could you but 
see the sick and suffering gaining health and 
comfort within its hospitable walls, you 


would say, as a Japanese said to me, ‘‘ Truly 
great is Christian charity!” 

The Bishop, Dr. Laning and all the Mis- 
sion agree with me that we now need a 
hospital here, and that by the time it can be 
built, I will be able to understand and speak 
the language sufficiently well to manage all 
cases that might. come to it. Our need is 
great. Will not the Woman’s Auxiliary add 
this also to their other work? 

I have now patients that I could care for 
had I a place to put them, where I might be 
sure the treatment prescribed would be fol- 
lowed. Youtold me when I wanted to build 
the hospital to let you know. I obey you. 


HAITI. 


HOLY WEEK IN HAITI. 
Aux Cayus, May ist. 

I REGRET very much that the last steamer 
of the Atlas Line left before I could find suf- 
ficient leisure to write you the following 
short letter, being an account of our Services 
during the Holy Week. 

You are probably well aware that in 
Haiti, as in all Roman Catholic countries, 
the solemn and very impressive ceremonies 
of the week before Easter are always attend- 
ed by an immense concourse of people, of 
every state and condition, from the town and 
the country. Those who never at other 
times go to church, are then seen in our 
chapel also, worshipping among the faithful. 

But since I have been sent here, we have 


never had so great an attendance as during 
the last Great Week,'as it used to be called 
sometimes in the Primitive Church. Our 
worshipping-room was crowded from Holy 
Monday to Easter. We,had a sermon every 
day. Every one must have felt the necessity 
of completing the church, begun since 1882, 
but stopped on account of the war of 1883, 
and the financial distress ensuing. The 
lot was granted us by the State. A few 
hundred dollars would help us a_ great 
deal. Though the Church in Haiti is con- 
sidered as autonomous, still I am a son of 
the American Church, having been trained 
in the Philadelphia Seminary, and ordained 
to the Diaconate by Bishop Stevens. Oh, 
come to our help!

On nomination of the Bishop of Long Island, the Rev. W. B. Cooper has been 
appointed Missionary of this Society at Brooklyn, N. Y., and on nomination of the Bishop 
of Pennsylvania, the Rev. Robert T. Roche, p.p., has been appointed Missionary at Phila- 
delphia, Pa. Both have accepted and entered upon duty. 


A RABBI ANSWERED. 


A Razzi of Richmond, who has himself abandoned Talmudic Judaism in favor of 
the modern eclectic tenets of ‘‘ Reformed ” Judaism, recently addressed a letter to the 
Bishop of Virginia, in which he claimed the inferiority of the New Testament and of 
Christian doctrine to the Talmud and its religious system. A reply to this claim and the 
somewhat curious comment of one of the Church papers upon it, formed the theme of the 
admirable closing address of the Rev. Dr. Frederick Courtney, at the late Missionary 
Conference at Troy. 


NEW YORK MISSION NOTES. 


CoNnCERNING a new Service on Saturday afternoons (the Jewish Sabbath) recently be- 
gun at Emmanuel Chapel, New York, Mr. M. Lerman, one of the Mission staff, writes as 
follows: ‘‘The attendance was fair and will surely increase inthe fall. I am glad to say 
that the Jews listened very earnestly to my lecture. One old Jew fairly broke down and 
cried like a child when I pointed out that there is no other hope of salvation except 
through the Messiah, Curist Jusus. After the lecture the poor old man came up and 
begged me to let him have a German Bible. I gave him one, and he has been a regular 
attendant at the Service since. Two other Jews asked for Bibles, which I gave them. 
One Jew has already requested Baptism, and is receiving careful instruction for the 
Sacrament.” The attendance of Jews at the Services held in the chapel on Sundays has 
of late considerably increased. During the month of May, Mr. Lerman made ninety-two 
house-to-house visits among Jews, and held conversations with them on thirty-four addi- 
tional occasions, receiving nineteen visits from Jews at the Mission House. 

A reception was given to former pupils of the Missionary School in New York on 
June 5th, at Emmanuel Mission House. There was a large attendance, including a num- 
ber of friends of the work. Three of the Missionaries were present. The Rev. C. Ellis 
Stevens, General Seerctary of the Society, said prayers, and a brief address of welcome 
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was made by the Rev. William A. Matson, D.p., of the Board of Managers, the Secretary 
following with a hearty word of congratulation for the faithful teacher of the School, 
Miss M. J. Ellis. A congratulatory telegram from the Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D.D., was 
read. Then came a pleasant social reunion and refreshments. Miss Ellis was the recipi- 
ent of unmistakable manifestations of regard from the old pupils, almost all of whom are 
doing well and honorably in life, and what is better yet, remain faithful to the thorough 
Christian training they received while in the School. 


WORK BY PAROCHIAL CLERGY. 


Srvce the opening of the fiscal year, the number of the parochial Clergy in towns 
and villages who systematically co-operate with the Society in work among the Jews in 
their own localities, has increased to two hundred and seventy in forty-one Dioceses and 
thirteen Missionary Jurisdictions—a gain of five Dioceses and three Missionary Jurisdic- 
tions. Including the regular Missionaries, the total number of workers is now two hun- 
dred and ninety-one, in forty-three Dioceses and thirteen Missionary Jurisdictions, The 
number of co-operating parochial Clergy according to Dioceses, is given in the subjoined 
table:

GENERAL CLERGY RELIEF FUND, 


THE Sprrir or Misstons having kindly 
placed at the disposal of the Trustees of the 
Fund for the Relief of the Widows and Or- 
phans of Deceased Clergymen and of Aged 
and Infirm Clergymen, a page or two for the 
purpose of informing the Church as to the 
nature and progress of its work, the under- 
signed herewith submits extracts from a few 
of the letters of acknowledgment which have 
been received by the Secretaries, and also a 
list of recent donations. 

It is the confident hope of the Trustees 
that, with a more general knowledge of the 
work which the Board is aiming to do for 
its aged and needy brethren and for the 
families of clergymen who have been called 
to their rest, and who have left their widows 
and orphans without provision, a wider and 
more responsive sympathy may be awakened 
in behalf of this much needed work. The 
hardships of the Clergy are a story which 
can never be adequately told. Surely those 
to whom Gop has given the stewardship of 
means, however small, will not be willing 
that they should be left to suffer in their old 
age, nor that those whom they leave behind 
them shall find themselves bereft of the love 
and sympathy both of the dead and the 
living.

APPLICATIONS FOR RELIEF. 

‘*T wish to make application to the Society 
of which you are Treasurer on behalf of 5 
widow of the late Reverend 
Rector of ———. Mrs. -—— is left with six 
children, the oldest not ten years old and the 
youngest but three months, in a very desti- 
tute condition, in fact having had but just 
enough means to reach this place, her old 
home, where her father lives and where she 
was married. Her father is very poor, with 
a large family of little children, and unable 
to procure for them the common decencies 
of life, to say nothing of helping Mrs. : 
She has been here in this parish some ten or 
twelve days; and when my Senior Warden 
and myself called to see her at her father’s 
we found a wretched state of things; a small 
house with but three very small rooms, and 
nothing in the way of furniture worth speak- 
ing of, a family altogether of eighteen souls 
with almost nothing to eat and nearly naked. 


Of course that would not do at all, and we got 
rooms for her and enough furniture to make 
her at least better off than there. Our peo- 
ple in the parish are doing all they can and 
will do; but she must have help. Mr. —— 
was a highly respected and more than ordi- 
narily talented clergyman. It will necessa- 
rily be some time that she will need assist- 
ance, as her children are as it were all 
babies.” 

An appropriation of $50 was made to her. 

‘Tam sorry to trouble you so much, but 
I wish to know if the Trustees of the Fund 
for the Relief of the Widows and Orphans of 
Deceased Clergymen can do anything for me 
and my child. I have been a widow eleven 
years, and this is the first time I have asked 
help. I would not ask it now if I could get 
work. Iam trying to get my daughter in a 
store. She cannot do hard work, for she 
has lung trouble. I thank you kindly for 
your gift. It came when I had not money 
to buy bread. If I don’t get a little help 
this winter I shall suffer with cold and for the 
want of something to eat. Iam trying hard 
to get a place in — to sweep and dust. 
Please don’t think me troublesome in writ- 
ing to you so often, but want is looking me 
in the face and winter coming on. I need 
coal or money to buy it.” 

An appropriation of $50 was made in the 
above case. 

‘‘T carinot tell you how much help fifty 
dollars is at this season of the year when coal 
is in such demand, and both wood and coal 
so very expensive. In this diocese there is 
no fund for widows. I have nothing to de- 
pend upon to eke out my little income, ex- 
cept the appropriation.” 

‘‘T am most grateful for the appropriation. 
It has come like an answer to prayer. Every- 
thing has seemed so dark this winter, more 
particularly as I am out of health.” 

‘‘Tt is more timely just now because by 
reason of my lameness from the paralysis of 
my left side. I am very cold, and required 
a better stove this cold weather, which in- 
volved me in a debt which exceeded the 
means at my command. May the good 
Father reward you and all those who aid in 
this merciful work.” 

‘«TiIness and death-—the illness continued 
through all the past year—make the aid you 
extend us more needful and precious than 
ever.” 

‘‘Many, many thanks for your kind note 
and ever acceptable contents. No one but an

orphan knows how to appreciate such kind- 
ness. It enables me to get things that I 
need and fills my heart with gratitude to 
Gop and you all for your goodness.” 

“‘T feel obliged to ask once more that my 
name may be presented to the Trustees of 
the Society. When I was so sick last, I 
thought perhaps the Lorp would let me lay 
down this weary body, but I am still here 
and still trying, though vainly, to find some 
way by which I can take care of myself, that 
others, perhaps more needy, might have the 
benefit of what is given me. People, how- 
ever, do not want to employ a person of my 
years, and in uncertain health. I have re- 
duced my living expenses so that ten dollars 
per month covers room-rent, fuel, light and 
provisions. What the Society gives me thus 
keeps me for ten months.”
